‘Chats was the mathematician of the family, also the fisherman. He seemed to like 
being with lumber. He was offen called upon to determine how much lumber was in a 
‘peat pile of logs. | believe this was called "scaling". And he had jobs as township clerk, 
‘church teasurer, justice of peace, etc. and helped to build the Rush Point Lutheran 
‘Church, He never married. A sort of carelessly dressed fellow but loved to talk about 
‘dimost anything, and had a good heart always treating children to candy and things like

Known to be a dapper dresser, versed in proper etiquette and sometimes 
using flowery language, Albert was also known to be a ladies’ man, charming them 
with flattery and attention. He lived in the Detroit area and then in the Los Angeles 
area. Was said to work at the movie studios. He was an inventor and entrepreneur. 
His wife, Zenobia, was said to be a show-girl. When we visited her in Topanga, 
California before she died, she indicated that Albert was ashamed to introduce her 
to his family because of this. They were secretly married for many years before he 
told his family about it. Albert apparently suffered from epilepsy in his later years 
and had to be hospitalized because of it.
